CUARLK^ HEXKY JOURDAX. Professor 


of Mathematics at ML St. Mao's Col- 
lege, Eramitsburg, died on Tuesday of 
last week aged two months over 83 
years. He was born in the town of 
Fourcalquier. Provence, France, and 
was educated in the Lycee of Montpel- 
lice, France. 
When 30 years of a'ge he 


came to this country, teaching for four 
years in various schools in Montreal. 
In 1S65 he came to Maryland where- 
he joined the faculty of Mt. St. Marj's 
College as Professor of Mathematics 
and of Chemistry He filled that chair 
until 1SSS when he removed to Mexico 
to found a college at the Hacienda del 
Rosario. Ccahuiia. at the residence of 
Gov. Evaristo Madero. the grandfather 
of the late murdered President of the 
Republic who was among his stixdents. 
The death of his oldest daughter. Miss 
Frances, induced him to return to the 
States, making his residence in Brook-

In 1871 he was offered

Republican Floor Leader Baldwin, 


•who spoke for over an hour jn oppo- 
sition to the measure seemed unable 
to find, any valid, objection to it other 
than that it placed power iu the hands 
of the people that they have not po- 
sessed heretofore to secure desired leg- 
islation. At the same time he Incon- 
sistently declared that he trusted tlie 
people."

Street corners, 
where an omnibus stops or near places 
of amusement, are favorite spots for- 
the vendors of this delicacy. The sea- 
sou lasts from the latter part of Sep- 
tember until about the end of March. 
It is said that more than 3.000 people 
gain their livelihood in this way in the~ 
.street-s of London. 


Musical Sound and the Ear. 


The well trained ear ot a musician, 


can distinguish notes differing only 
one-hundredth part of a toue from one 
another.

a difference ot one-tenth of a tone, and, 
a few can scarcely lell one tone from, 
another. The cause of this curious dis- 
parity resides iu slight differences ir>. 
the structure of the cochlea, a wonder- 
ful piece ot apparatus in the inner- 
most part of the car.

In its structure it closely re- 


sembles the strings of a piano and even., 
has a damper to prevent the mixture 
of sounds <]i!ick!y following one anoth- 
er. This little musical apparatus is set 
troiiiir by vibrations rec-eived from the- 
iniddle ear or drum, and in some mys- 
terious 111:1 n net' it sends these on to the- 
brain tlirouirh the auditory nerve in., 
the torm ot musical sounds.
